HE AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY on April 14 presented to 
| Rae Armed Forces a copy of the New Testament, com- 
memorative of the 40,000,000th volume of Holy Scrip- 
tures supplied by the Society since 1818 to men and women 
of our Armed Forces, their allies and civilians in liberated 
areas. 

Admiral Arthur W. Radford, chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, accepted the Testament in a ceremony at 
the Pentagon attended by chaplains representing all 
branches of our military forces and by local and national 
church leaders. 

The Society provides the Scriptures without charge 
either to the recipients or to the Government. Funds are 
supplied by the nation’s Churches for this purpose, and the 
Scriptures are intended to provide a direct link between 
the church at home and the men and women in the Armed 
Forces all over the world. 

The presentation was made by Rev. Richard H. Elling- 
son, Society Secretary. It bore this inscription: 

“Presented to Admiral Arthur W. Radford, Chairman, 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, April 14, 1955. The 40-millionth vol- 
ume of Holy Scriptures provided by the American Bible 
Society for the Armed Forces and for populations liberated 
by the Armed Forces.” 

“The Churches of America have assured the American 
Bible Society that they will see to it that the Armed Forces 
of the United States are provided with all the Scriptures 
needed,” Mr. Ellingson said. He pointed out that repre- 
sentatives of 55 denominations meeting in New York last 
December, had declared that: 

“The providing of the Scriptures for the Armed Forces 
is a responsibility of the Churches. The Churches, through 


the American Bible Society, are determined to providé 
such Scriptures as may be needed by the Armed Forces 
Furnishing Scriptures to men and women in national ser 
ice presents a link which local churches will want to main 
tain.” 

“Whatever the request, Mr. Ellingson commented, é

In accepting the New Testament, Admiral Radford saidh 
that he considered the aims and purposes of the Americal 
Bible Society to be intimately allied with those of the coun 
try’s Armed Forces. : 

‘“Today the Christian world is menaced by a force whie 
denies and seeks to destroy all that we hold important. I 
refer, of course, to militant communism with its basi¢ 
philosophy of materialism. Communism is a direct denial 
of Christianity. More than that, it seeks domination of th 
free world,’ Admiral Radford said. c 

The Admiral took note of the common concern of thé 
Churches and our Armed Forces in helping to enhance and 
protect our personal freedoms. |

Though the Board of Managers’ Report for 1954 is real- 
ly a progress report, it must still end with an even more 
provocative question. It states that the Bible was placed 
in the homes of more Bibleless people. It states also that, 
with literacy on the increase in Africa, the Near East and 
Asia, there will be tremendous needs for more volumes of 
the Scriptures. At home there is a constant demand for 
more than a million volumes each year for Scriptures 
for men and women in the American Armed Forces. As 
languages change and grow, new and pressing needs con- 
front us all to make God’s Word available in man’s lan- 
guage. 

It is only right, then, that the summary contained in 
the first page of the Board of Managers’ Report for 1954 
did not end on a tone of completion. It stated that in the 
year, great though it was, the Society “‘planned new ex- 
pansion of effort in every department” and ‘approved the 
greatest budget in the Society’s history—that new oppor- 
tunities confronting the Society may be seized for Christ’s 
Kingdom.”

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A Publication Milestone 
The Illustrated New Testament—a five year project—has now been completed

T NOON on a March day in 
1954 a four-engine Trans- 
World Airlines plane veered 
several miles from its regular 
Athens-Beirut course toward the 
small volcanic Island of Patmos. 
Flight Radio Officer John Ross 
pushed the shutter release on 
his camera to record on film 
probably the best full-length 
photo of the island where St. 
John wrote the Book of Reve- 
lation. 

Getting this one authentic 
picture of Patmos Island had 
taken nearly three years of ne- 
gotiations for pictures with the 
Air Ministries of the British and 
Greek Governments, the Greek 
Information Service and finally 
with Mr. Ralph Damon, Presi- 
dent of Trans-World Airlines. 
In order to provide a clear pic- 
ture of the 10-mile-long, 6 mile- 
wide island, ‘TWA pilots had to apply to the Civil Aero- 
nautics Board for permission to change their course. 
Arrangements were made to have Mr. Ross, an expert 
photographer, on two different flights that would fly near 
Patmos. The first flight flew into rain and the pictures 
were unusable. 

This month the American Bible Society announced that 
it had completed its Illustrated New Testament. The Pat- 
mos picture was used to help illustrate the Book of Revela- 
tion on the page where St. John mentions the island called 
Patmos. It was only one of 581 accurate illustrations used 
in this latest publication of the Society. The Illustrated 
New Testament took almost five years to complete. Photo- 
graphs and other illustrations—some taking an entire 8 x 
11 inch page—help give reality to New Testament times. 

“There is no surer way to get people to know the world 
of Jesus of Nazareth,” said Treasurer Gilbert Darlington, 
who conceived of and developed ‘The Good News,” as 
the volume is called. He worked painstakingly and faith- 
fully to make the book fill the needs of schools, theological 
students and ministers. 

The pictures used with the Gospels were selected to 
bring the reader close to the Palestine where Jesus lived. 
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Treasurer Darlington holds one of the first volumes of the 
Illustrated New Testament. He worked nearly five years 
to assemble 581 accurate photographs, diagrams and maps

utiful full-color Bible-land scenes. 


Treasurer Darlington said that unrest in Bible lands 
gave urgency to the preparation of the Book. Perhaps never 
again will it be possible to take some of the pictures. By 
accident or through international violence, treasures of 
New Testament times may be destroyed. “The Good 
News” will preserve forever a record of inscriptions, statues, 
temples and cities. The pavement where Christ stood be- 
fore Pilate, excavations of the palace of Herod Agrippa at 
Jericho, the Damascus Wall—places that Jesus, His Dis- 
ciples and Paul saw are accessible today. To picture them 
Dr. Darlington received expert assistance from Prof. Wil- 
lam F. Albright, Dr. Jack Finegan, Prof. Herbert Bloch, 
Miss Therese Goell and many other archeologists, his- 
torians, photographers. He also drew upon information in 
the Louvre in France, dealt with scholars in Athens, Rome 
and Jerusalem. 

A decade from now when historians write their books 
for the 150th Anniversary of the American Bible Society, 
the completion of the Illustrated New Testament will be 
recorded as a great “‘first.”” One Secretary said it would 
rank with other great events—the first foreign agency, 
Civil War distribution and new translations into foreign 
languages. ““The Good News’ will live as a tribute to 
men of faith like Dr. Darlington, who love the Gospel and 
work to put “God’s Word in man’s language.”

HE completion of a new sound-color moving pic- 
ture, ‘“The Living Word in Japan,” was an- 
nounced last month on Easter Sunday by the Visual 
Materials Department of the American Bible Society. 
The 20-minute, 16 mm film visualizes and drama- 
tizes the work of the Bible Societies in Japan during 
recent years. It outlines, in visual form, the work of 
translating, publishing and distributing the Scrip- 
tures in the Japanese language during the past hun- 
dred years. 

The announcement of the film coincided with the 
announcement of the new colloquial Japanese Bible, 
which was celebrated by Japanese Christian com- 
munities throughout Japan, beginning Easter Sunday 
with a formal presentation in Tokyo. The film itself 
was sent to Secretary Holmgren in Tokyo and pre- 
viewed by missionary groups in that city. 

Actual preparation of the more readable Japanese 
Bible, called in Japanese the “‘Kogotai’’ (colloquial) 
translation, is shown in the new film. Scholarly trans- 
lators worked for more than four years to translate 
the classical-language Japanese Scriptures into sim- 
ple, accurate form. 

Also in the film, against the background of modern 
Tokyo, a Bible Society colporteur moves among his 
highly literate people, distributing the Scriptures. 
The possible impact of the Bible on a largely secular 
country which is being influenced by many external 
forces is clearly portrayed by the documentary film. 
The viewer will travel with the Bible distributor on 
his bicycle to rural areas, where he works among farm- 
ers. Some scenes show how the colporteur brings the 
first knowledge of God’s Word to Japanese families. 
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The voice of the narrator is heard over a back- 
ground of Japanese music played on the “‘koto,” aj 
harp-like Japanese stringed instrument. 

‘The Living Word in Japan” was filmed in Japan} 
and produced by the American Bible Society. Churchi 
groups who wish to show the moving-picture may} 
write to the nearest District Office of the Americani 
Bible Society.

“I went over to offer any 
help I could,” Mrs. West continued; ‘‘I remember when 
we moved here how kind everyone was to us. Jane, I want 
you to take over a jar of baked beans and a loaf of fresh 
bread before we have supper. Be sure and visit a bit with 
Mrs. Hall’s mother—she is blind.” 

“Blind?” Jane said in surprise. ‘“Oh, mother, how 
terrible. Can’t she see anything?” 

*“No, she is totally blind; but I think you will be sur- 
prised at what she knows and ‘sees.’ I have a feeling she 
will be your very good friend before long.” 

In a few minutes Jane scampered over to call on the new 
family. Mr. and Mrs. Hall were busy putting books in the 
bookcase, but they stopped and greeted Jane as if she were 
grown up, and it made her very happy inside. 

She gave Mrs. Hall the beans and the brown bread and 
perched herself on the edge of a big chair. “I really must 
go home in a minute,” she said. ‘‘My mother told me not 
to stay and bother you while you are so busy.” 

“TPll tell you what, Jane—if you would like, you can help 
a bit with the books as we get acquainted. You hand them 
to me, and Pll put them on the shelves.” Jane and Mr. 
Hall chatted as they worked, about school and church and 
the neighborhood. 

Down in the bottom of the largest box Jane came upon 
some very large books. ‘“‘What kind of books are these?” 
Jane asked. They had strange-looking pages, with no 
printing, just bumpy places instead of letters. ‘That is a 
Braille Bible,’ Mr. Hall said, ‘‘and it belongs to Mrs. 
Hall’s mother.” —“‘Are you talking about me?” a cheery 
voice asked right behind Jane, and Jane turned to see the 
happiest-looking little lady walking through the doorway. 
After the proper introductions Mrs. Winton came over 
and sat in the chair where Jane had been sitting. “So you 
are Jane. I’m glad to have you come over. I'll read to 
you from the Braille Bible some day, if you like. It’s an 
interesting way to read the wonderful stories. But I have 
something you'll like even better,” she continued. “I have a 
talking Bible.”--‘‘A talking Bible?” Jane’s face was a big 
question. ‘Yes, I have the Bible on records, and I can play 
them and sit and listen to the stories I have known as lone 
as I can remember. Oh, I can read Braille, but sometimes 
I’m tired, and so I just listen. You have no idea what a 
comfort it is to me.” 

“We all like to listen to Mother Winton’s talking Bible 
and often do,” Mrs. Hall told Jane. “You know, she is a 
very remarkable person. She knows more stories and songs 
than anyone I ever met. Shortly she will be out in the 
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yard; she will know where all the flowers are by their per 
fume. She’ll soon move about in this house as if she hac 
lived here all of her life. She sews and knits and does jus: 
about anything she wants to do.” 

Jane smiled at Mrs. Winton, “May I bring my frienc 
Sharon to meet you? She will be very much interested ir 
these books and records.” 

Mrs. Winton nodded, “‘Of course, bring Sharon. We 
three can be special friends.” 

Jane was slowly turning the pages of the Bible, and she 
read the name in the front of the book. ‘‘Oh,” she said. 
—‘‘oh, my goodness!’’—‘*What is it, Jane?”” Mrs. Wintor 
asked.—‘‘Why, this book says “American Bible Society’: 
Did they print this Bible too?”’—“‘Oh yes. The Bible 
Society sent me my Bible in Braille. There are many other 
blind persons who use it for their Bible reading. The Bible 
Society has sent me the Bible on these Talking Book 
records too.”’—‘“‘Well,” Jane said, ““‘Do you know, our 
Vacation Church School sent them some money this sum4 
mer to use in their work.’’ Mrs. Winton put her hand on 
Jane’s: “I am so happy to hear that. I often send money, 
and I guess you could call us a Bible Society family. We are 
so proud of the wonderful work they do.”’ Jane looked at the 
clock. “I must run along—I’m sorry I must be leaving 
It’s been so nice meeting all of you.’’ Mrs. Hall came in3 
she had some red apples in a bowl. “One to eat on youn 
way home, Jane, and one for Sharon.’’—‘‘Come soon 
again,” Mrs. Winton called; and Jane ran home as fast as 
she could. “Oh, mother, they’re such nice people. We're} 
friends. And do you know what? We are both Bible Society 
families. That makes us even closer friends, doesn’t it?”

more than demonstrates the vital link between service men 
-and Church in our common fight against communism.” 

In complimenting the Society for its work over the years, 
Admiral Radford said that its accomplishments were not 
only completely worth while, but the Society had “‘every 
right to be proud.” 

_ Admiral Radford stated his sincere conviction that both 
our Church and our military forces were greatly dependent 
upon each other. 

“Our ultimate strength,” he said, “‘lies in our faith in 
God—the same faith that sustained our ancestors against 
the perils of their time—the same faith that encompasses 
our greatest hopes for the future. Thus the Founding Fath- 
ers saw it; and with God’s help and yours it will continue 
to be this way.” 

The Society made its first presentation of Bibles to the 
military in 1818. This grant consisted of 50 Bibles to the 
officers and crew of the sloop-of-war, the USS Hornet. This 
famous warship, whose namesake was a great aircraft car- 
rier in World War II, foundered in a gale in 1829, and all 
‘hands, except one, were lost. The sole survivor saved his 
own copy of the Bible given him by the Society, and this 
copy is now in the collection of the New York Public 
Library. 

In 1820 the Secretary of the Navy requested that the 
Society supply Bibles for all petty officers and seamen on 
ships of war, and the request was granted with a gift of 
3,500 Bibles. 

During the Civil War the Society made its first major 
contributions of Scriptures for military men. It supplied 
men of both the Federal and Confederate armies. Federal 
‘sentries winked at wagonloads of Bibles crossing the lines in 
violation of the “trading with the enemy” ban. Contem- 
porary reports of that era indicate that both generals and 
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privates permitted the Bible to move across the lines under 
a “‘truce of God.” 

In that fashion 20,000 volumes reached General Joseph 
E. Johnston’s army during the siege of Vicksburg; 50,000 
went to Confederate armies after the battles of Chatta- 
nooga and Lookout Mountain; 50,000 to the Trans-Mis- 
sissippi Army; and 100,000 to Confederate troops in North 
and South Carolina. In all, the Society provided 2,571,293 
volumes to troops of the North and South. 

During the Spanish-American War approximately 
75,000 volumes of Scripture were supplied to our troops. 
General José Toral, defender of Santiago, is said to have 
expressed amazement when he discovered that almost 
every American soldier was found to be carrying a copy of 
the Gospel. He is said to have been even more startled to 
learn that Spanish-language editions of the Holy Book 
were being distributed to his own men by a circuitous 
route which involved the Society’s shipment of the vol- 
umes to Spain and from there to Cuba. 

During the first World War the Society provided 
6,778,301 volumes to our Armed Forces, their allies and to 
civilians in liberated areas. In World War II the military 
distribution reached a total of 19,778,712 volumes. 

The Korean conflict created a need for Bibles in many 
languages for men of many nations fighting under the ban- 
ner of the United Nations. The Society provided two and 
one half millions of volumes in translations, which included 
Korean, Spanish, Greek, Turkish, Portuguese, French, 
Danish, Swedish, Dutch, as well as English. 

The ceremony at the Pentagon was duplicated at mili- 
tary establishments all over the world and aboard ships at 
sea. Suitably inscribed copies of the New Testament were 
presented by chaplains to commanding officers. In attend- 
ance at the presentation ceremony were high-ranking chap- 
lains from all services and representatives from 20 denomi- 
nations and Church organizations. 


Fonger Honored with Doctorate 


The Central Philippine 
University has announced 
the awarding of the Doctor of 
Divinity degree to Rev. Wil- 
liam Henry Fonger, Secre- 
tary of the Philippines 
Agency. In making the an- 
nouncement Dean Joe T. 
Howard of the College of 
Theology at Central Philip- 
pine University reported that 
the honor of the occasion was 
bilateral. 

“We readily recognized 
that to grant this degree was 
a privilege which would 
bring us honor because of the greatness of the man,” 
Dean Howard wrote. 

Secretary Fonger has served the Society in the 
Philippines since 1934. During this time Scripture 
distributions increased from 87,723 in 1934 to 
176,610 in 1954. He has helped direct Scripture 
translation in 10 different Philippine languages.

From the Bank to the Book

HE JOURNEY from the bank to the Book—the 

Book which reaches hearts and minds across the 
sea in every tongue—every walk of life—begins with 
you who read the Bzble Society Record and contribute 
to its cause. 

“Our American Bible Society does a great job in 
turning dollars into Bibles and in distributing the 
Scriptures so they will be read. . . . There are people 
knocking on your door. ‘They speak English . 
German®™. . Portuguese... Japanese ... Korean... 
Chinese . . . some even speak Russian. The blind 
want the Bible in Braille. Others are asking for it in 
the Mazateco and Ragoli and any one of more than 
100 languages,” writes Lowell ‘Thomas. 

Distribution of the Scriptures at home and abroad 
has reached a total of over 466,000,000 volumes since 
1816. 

The American Bible Society necessarily carries on 
a continuous search for gifts for Bibles. Behind these 
gift-raising Campaigns is a mailing list of 1,300,000 
names, with appeals mailed to the entire list at regu- 
lar intervals. 

When the mailings were intensified, a completely 
new set of problems developed, the worst of which 
was the clerical work, piling up to the extent that the 
backlog could not be handled by manual operations. 
Our records were far behind, and of course lost their 
value in timeliness. 

How best to handle over 1,300,000 potential do- 
nors at minimum cost with speed and accuracy was 
found in the installation of punched-card equipment. 
With this advanced method of accounting and sta- 
tistical control the work of the clerical staff has been 
reduced by well over fifty percent. At the same time 
peak periods are handled with a minimum of effort. 
All individual records, statistical and financial re- 
ports are right up to the minute. 
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All our lists of potential donors are kept on punchec 
cards, geographically and alphabetically. The carc 
is punched to indicate the source of the list and alsc 
its category for our various mailings. 

Not all our operations are mechanical, however. 
We read each letter and give each one careful con- 
sideration. Letters and gifts requiring special atten- 
tion are handled by Dr. Taylor and the Rev. A. Paul 
Wright. No doubt many of you have received letters 
signed by them. Both my secretary, Miss Mary 
MacDonald, and Mr. Wright’s secretary, Miss Vete 
Vasile, are responsible for calling special items of in- 
quiry to our attention for action. 

Thus the use of modern high-speed mechanical 
and electronic equipment is set in motion to speec 
your dollar on its journey from the bank to the Book: 
and you put God’s Word into the languages of Band: 
and Bobo .. . Kom and Quechua . . . Shipibo anc 
Tagaba-oa.

A few inquiries each day 
are typed automatically 
on an Auto-typist machine, 
which operates by the use 
of a piano roll similar to 
the type which operated 
your player pianos years 
ago. 


Thousands of dollars are 
saved each year by the 
use of a Remington-Rand 
microfilm machine, which 
photographs your letters. 
One hundred thousand 
letters can be stored ina 
space the size of anorange 
crate. 


Cards the size of an enve- 
lope are punched for each 
remittance received in the 
mail. The punches are little 
round holes as big as 
shoe-lace holes. Each hole 
tells us something about 
the gift and the giver. 


The cards are placed ina 
Remington-Rand electronic 
sorter, which separates 
cards into groups, 48,000 
per hour. One group may 
be gifts received for Bibles 
for the blind, another, 
Bibles for Korea. 


Cards are placed in a 
Remington-Rand tabulator, 
which automatically adds 
the amount of money re- 
ceived. Since this is done 
daily,we knowimmediately 
how much money we can 
spend for each important 
phase of the American 
Bible Society’s work. 


With all reports completed 
the cards are filed as our 
permanent record of your 
gift. Punched cards are 
also used to handle sub- 
scriptions for the Bible 
Society Record.
